Two  popular  bars  of  the  early  1970s 
featured  grizzly  bears.  The  20-gram 
"Smoky  Mountain  Ingot"  (left)  was 
issued  in  1971  by  the  Kennedy  Mint. 
"Save  the  Grizzly,"  a  one-ounce  bar 
offered  by  the  United  States  Silver 
Corporation,  was  part  of  the  12  piece 
"Nearing  Extinction  "  series. 


"Nearing  Extinction"  series.  A  twelve- 
bar  set  o{  the  latter  proved  so  popular 
that  mintage  of  subsequent  issues  rose 
to  2,000  to  meet  public  demand. 

Both  "bear"  issues  soon  traded  at  the 
$100  level,  the  popularity  of  the  "Save 
the  Grizzly"  issue  no  doubt  influenced 
by  collectors  competing  with  one 
another  to  acquire  an  entire  series. 
However,  perhaps  the  most  graphic  ex¬ 
ample  of  art  bar  popularity  is  provided 
by  the  Franklin  Mint's  first  Christmas 
ingot,  issued  in  1970.  Entitled  "The 
Skaters,"  this  1,000-gram  sterling  ingot 
had  a  mintage  of  more  than  27,000  yet 
commanded  as  much  as  $140!  While 
this  mintage  is  low  by  Franklin  Mint 
standards,  a  demand  of  that  magnitude  is 
hard  to  fathom.  Truly,  1973  and  1974 
were  boom  years  in  art  bar  collecting. 

The  Lote  70s  _ 


The  boom  years  created  a  solid  core 
of  dedicated  collectors,  but  by  the  mid- 
to  late-1970s  many  less-avid  collectors 
fell  by  the  wayside  Waning  mtcrest 
was  due,  in  part,  to  a  reversal  of  the 
conditions  that  originally  created  the 
boom  The  oil  embargo  was  over,  and 
the  public  had  adjusted  to  the  higher 
cost  of  transportation  and  utilities.

Also,  the  relative  affordability  of  art 
bars  had  changed.  Very  few  inexpen¬ 
sive  issues  with  mintages  of  10,000  or 
more  were  released  The  spot  price  of 
silver  had  risen  only  about  $2  per 
ounce,  while  art  bar  prices  doubled  and 
tripled.  The  great  number  of  buyers 
who  sought  "prettier"  silver  at  a  slight 
premium  diminished  substantially. 

In  effect,  the  fledgling  hobby  ran 
before  it  learned  to  crawl.  To  their 
credit,  the  private  mints  that  de¬ 
manded  higher  prices  did  put  more 
time  and  effort  into  die  preparation 
and  striking  processes.  The  average  art 
bar  of  1975-76  was  of  much  better 
quality  than  its  1973  predecessor.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  however,  the  mints  mis¬ 
interpreted  the  motivations  and  dura¬ 
tion  of  the  boom.  Many  overextended 
themselves  by  buying  new  equipment 
in  anticipation  of  an  ever-expanding 
market  and  could  not  cope  with  the 
sudden  drop  in  interest.  Several  mints 
filed  for  bankruptcy,  and  numerous 
marketing  agencies  disappeared  from 
the  scene,  some  failing  to  take  ship¬ 
ment  of  ordered  editions. 

Also  complicated  by  the  boom  was 
record  keeping  Thousands  of  different 
issues  were  released  by  a  variety  of 
mints  and  agencies,  and  identifying 
and  recording  them  became  a  monu¬ 
mental  task.  Several  attempts  were 
made  to  produce  catalogs  m  1974  and 
1975,  but  many  bars  (and  mints|  were 
omitted  or  misattnbuted 

Several  factors  contributed  to  the 
confusion  Many  private  mints  were

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interested  solely  in  production  and 
profit,  and  consequently  mintage 
records  frequently  were  incomplete  or 
nonexistent.  A  great  number  of  pieces 
were  attributed  the  maximum  adver¬ 
tised  mintage,  even  though  far  less 
ultimately  were  struck  and  sold.  In 
other  cases,  even  the  advertised  mint¬ 
age  figure  has  been  lost.  Even  worse 
was  the  attribution  of  "special  cus¬ 
tomer  issues,"  which  were  struck  for 
marketing  agencies,  local  groups  and 
private  individuals.  Virtually  all  the 
mints  were  adamant  about  preserving 
the  anonymity  of  their  customers.  The 
resultant  confusion  only  added  to  the 
hobby's  problems. 

The  mid-and  late-1970s  were  golden 
years  for  the  dedicated  hobbyists  who 
viewed  art  bars  as  interesting  and 
valuable  collectibles.  New  issues  still 
were  released  with  some  regularity, 
and,  although  prices  did  not  drop,  the 
mintages  of  limited  editions  did. 
Whereas  5,000  was  the  average  mint¬ 
age  of  art  bars  in  1973-74,  a  mintage  of 
500  or  less  was  the  norm  for  the  late- 
'70s.  The  hobby  had  lost  the  casual 
collector,  but  those  remaining  were 
willing  to  pay  a  higher  premium  for 
quality  collectibles. 

Several  organizations  for  art  bar 
collectors,  notably  Barkeepers  and 
USA-BC,  were  formed  and  flourished, 
bringing  collectors  together  by  pro¬ 
viding  a  communications  network  and 
information  clearinghouse  A  few  art 
bar  dealers  also  published  newsletters 
that  featured  .informative  articles  and 
news  as  well  as  retail  offerings  In  this 
more  stable  environment,  record  keepers 
found  it  easier  to  keep  track  of  current 
issues  and  to  finally  attribute  many  of 
the  earlier  pieces.  By  1979  more  than 
4,000  different  art  bars  were  identified 
and  attributed  to  a  mint  or  marketmg 
agency.  The  handful  of  researchers 
could  not  have  accomplished  this  feat 
without  the  assistance  of  collectors  na¬ 
tionwide  who  shared  their  information. 

The  culmination  of  this  effort  was 
the  1979  publication  of  An  Indexed 
Guidebook  of  Silver  Art  Bars,  by  far 
the  most  comprehensive  reference  to 
date  Comprising  more  than  300  pages, 
it  listed  some  4,400  bars,  with  lllustra- 
,  tions  numbering  more  than  2,700 
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Mintages,  when  available,  were  given 
for  every  issue,  and  a  listing  of  market 
values  served  as  a  price  guide  for 
dealers  and  collectors  alike.  The  long- 
awaited  catalog  was  well  received  and 
would  have  done  much  to  further  the 
hobby  had  it  not  been  for  the  storm 
clouds  on  the  horizon. 

The  Dork  figes 


Although  the  demand  for  silver 
created  the  art  bar  hobby,  extreme  de¬ 
mand  nearly  killed  it.  By  1979  the 
world’s  political/economic  situation 
was  again  unstable.  The  double-digit 
inflation  of  the  Carter  administration, 
coupled  with  the  Iranian  hostage  crisis 
and  steadily  increasing  OPEC  oil 
prices,  had  driven  the  dollar  to  an  all- 
time  low. 

America  was  sitting  on  an  economic 
powder  keg,  and  when  Texas  million¬ 
aires  Herbert  and  Nelson  Bunker  Hunt 
attempted  to  corner  the  silver  market, 
the  fuse  was  lit.  The  prices  of  gold  and 
silver  had  risen  in  response  to  the 
dollar's  weakening,  but  when  the 
Hunts  continued  their  massive  orders 
for  silver,  prices  skyrocketed,  with 
silver  peaking  at  $50  an  ounce! 

As  prices  spiraled,  Americans 
hurried  to  sell  their  precious-metal 
holdings — coins,  bars,  jewelry,  house¬ 
hold  silver  and  even  gold  teeth.  Coin 
dealers  and  bullion  exchanges  reported 
lines  of  eager  sellers  stretching  out  the 
doors  and  into  the  streets.  Fortunes 
were  made  and  lost  as  the  "junk" 
silver  and  gold  made  their  way  to  the 
melting  pots.  Eventually,  the  govern¬ 
ment  stepped  in  to  stop  the  run,  and 
the  spot  prices  of  gold  and  silver 
dropped  almost  as  quickly  as  they  had 
risen.  Although  many  profited  from 
the  run,  it  left  many  victims  in  its 
wake— namely  the  Hunts  and  the 
silver  art  bar  hobby. 

The  effect  of  the  run  on  art  bars  was 
devastating.  The  collectible  value  of  95 
percent  of  all  an  bars  was  quickly  out¬ 
stripped  by  their  metal  value,  and  the 
temptation  for  instant  riches  was  too 
much  for  most  collectors.  Many  collec¬ 
tions  were  sold,  and  rare  art  bars  were 
melted  right  along  with  their  more 
common  counterparts. 

In  one  fell  swoop,  the  hobby  was

To  commemorate  its  first  annual 
convention,  held  in  Las  Vegas  in 
August  1985.  the  International 
Association  of  Silver  Art  Collectors 
issued  a  one-ounce  bar. 


cast  into  the  Dark  Ages.  No  one  was 
buying,  and  no  new  issues  were  of¬ 
fered.  With  nothing  to  report  and  no 
advertisements  for  new  products,  the 
newsletters  stopped  and  the  national 
clubs  for  an  bar  collectors  folded 
Those  who  sold  their  collections  ir¬ 
revocably  left  the  hobby,  and  the  com¬ 
munication  links  between  those  who 
remained  were  broken.  Although  silver 
prices  eventually  returned  to  more 
reasonable  levels  and  a  few  limited- 
edition  bars  were  released,  such  offer¬ 
ings  were  known  only  to  a  few.  The 
cohesiveness  that  had  taken  so  long  to 
develop  was  gone. 

The  Rebirth  of  the  Hobby  _ 

This  might  well  have  been  the  end 
of  the  story  had  it  not  been  for  the  one 
factor  that  started  the  hobby  in  the 
first  place — the  combination  of  art  and 
silver  was  appealing  to  many  collec¬ 
tors.  Today,  silver  art  bar  collecting  is 
well  on  its  way  to  recovery. 

A  key  to  this  redevelopment  is  the 
recently  formed  International  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Sliver  Art  Collectors  (LASAC), 
which  has  re-opened  the  lines  of  com¬ 


munication  between  collectors  through' 
its  newsletter,  The  Silver  Bugle.  The 
IASAC  conducted  its  first  annual  con¬ 
vention  in  Las  Vegas  in  August  1985 
and  issued  a  limited-edition  bar  to 
commemorate  the  event.  Members  of 
the  association  are  working  on  a  new 
edition  of  An  Indexed  Guidebook  of 
Silver  Art  Bars,  which  will  provide  up¬ 
dated  market  values  and  information 
about  bars  issued  since  1979. 

The  IASAC  also  provides  informa¬ 
tion  to  collectors  of  silver  "rounds," 
which  have  become  popular  in  recent 
years  and  rival  the  collection  of  rec¬ 
tangles  in  the  field  of  silver  art.  A 
publication  cataloging  rounds  is  slated 
to  appear  on  the  market  in  the  near 
future  and  will  do  much  to  organize 
that  facet  of  the  hobby. 

The  International  Association  of 
Silver  Art  Collectors  (ANA  #129239] 
currently  is  the  only  nonprofit  organi¬ 
zation  serving  collectors  of  silver  art 
bars  and  rounds.  Additional  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  group  can  be  obtained 
by  writing  to  IASAC,  P.O.  Box  3314, 
Rockford,  IL  61106-0314. 

Happily,  market  conditions  once 
again  are  right  for  silver  art  bars.  Silver 
is  inexpensive,  and  far  more  new 
issues  are  offered  now  than  in  past 
years.  There  are  limited  editions  for 
the  serious  collector  and  less  expensive 
issues  for  those  who  simply  want  to 
own  silver  art  for  its  beauty  alone.  In 
the  long  run,  even  though  the  hobby 
may  again  see  stormy  days,  it  is  this 
mystique — the  blending  of  art  and 
silver — that  guarantees  this  new  form 
of  exonumia  will  remain  for  years 
to  come. 
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JACQUES  CARTIER  MINT 

Jacques  Cartier  Mint  of  Canada  minted  bars  for  J.  S.  Love. 
—  Libra,  Scorpio,  and  Sagittarius  were  struck  first,  and  at  that 
time  it  was  uncertain  that  the  other  Zodiac  bars  would  be  minted.  - 
1,000  Libra  bars  were  struck  and  placed  in  gift  boxes  with  an 
issue  price  of  $10.00.  The  bars  didn’t  sell  very  well,  and  the  next 
lissue  was  cut  to  500  bars.  Unsold  Libra  bars  were  melted  to  pay 
for  the  second  bar.  This  happened  at  the  time  silver  was  just 
starting  to  rise,  and  bars  were  being  bought  with  no  thought  of 
subject  matter.  Eventually  the  series  was  completed.  — 

100  Tennis  Centennial  bars  were  issued  at  the  time  the  first 
Zodiac  bars  were  being  minted,.  They  sold  well  and  400  more 
were  struck.  Total  mintage  of  the  Tennis  Centennial  bar  is  1,000, 
and  it  is  assumed  that  500  more  bars  were  struck  at  a  later  date.

Counterfeit  "Canceled"  Wisconsin  bar  (USSC-151). 

USSC  struck  bars  for  companies,  mints,  and/or  individuals. 
The  producer  of  a  bar  was  required  to  pay  for  the  "obverse"  die, 
and  if  a  special  "reverse"  was  to  be  used,  he  also  had  to  pay  for 
it.  Since  the  producer  paid  for  the  die,  he  was  entitled  to  take 
possession  of  it  when  ever  he  wished.  However,  NO  USSC  dies 
were  ever  allowed  to  leave  USSC. 

In  this  case,  someone  has  used  the  real  Canceled  die  to 
strike  over  a  real  Wisconsin  bar  that  wasn’t  canceled.  Since  there 
was  no  reverse  die,  a  blank  piece  of  metal  was  used.  This  resulted 
in  the  writing  on  the  reverse  of  the  bar  to  be  rough  and  have 
flattened  letters.
